The Night Riderg were an organe-
fred body back In 1800, when the
State Legislature passed a law do
Ing away with private ownoership of
Stnte roads For monthe tho turn-
plke corporations refuec! to obey
the State lnws They appealed to
the State Supreme Court, then teo
the Court of Appenls, and lastly to
the United States Supreme Coturt,
tnd on each appeal they wonld got
n =tay which made It possihle for
them to continue running thelr toll
gntes and charging two couts 8 mile
for every horse or vehicle that passed
over thelr proserts

Because of the law's
condition of the rosds
passible. The owners
plkes would not expend one cont
for Improvements ns long as there
wae question of thelr losing thelr
property by & finnl court declelon,
but they did not cease to mulet trave
ellers,  All thls while refused
to necept the falr price cfiered by
the State for thelr roads.

It wns then that the Night Riders
woere organired. The organization
gpread from Shelby County to every
part of the State, and one night In
the late fall men rode from thelr
homes and began burning toll gates
There I8 no record of a toll gate
keoper belng Injured unless he ghow-
od resistance. Then he was tonken
from the house, and If he continued
to be deflant he wias floggad In
ninetv-nine cases out of o hundred
the tole gate kKeeper was glad to give
up his job and let the gate burn.

Night Riders nndoubtedly bhrought
the turnpike corporations to terms,
There was not a toll gate loft stand-
ing In the State of Kentucky by the
following spring. Had the taxpay-
ers and furmers becen contented to
nllow the law to take its never end-
Ing course the chances are that toll
gates would still be holding up tra-
vellors on the Stats roads to-day,
and that the roads wonld have been
worse now than they were when the
